1 . Claims 1 - 1 2 and 1 5 -23 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior art of record discloses network usage monitoring switch that is coupled to a 
computer system and the monitoring device communicates with a network manager to determine 
whether access should be granted. However, the prior art of record does not explicitly disclose 
the network monitoring switch is a secure tamper-resistant physical token includes a storage that 
stores at least one access parameter associated with a first network, and a processor configured to 
execute an application to determine if said access parameter has been met or exceeded in light of 
other features disclosed in independent claims 1 and 18.
